Then it passed a substitute by 
Senator Taft (R-Ohio) which 
contains the basic provisions 
of the present labor law. The 
vote was 51 to 42. 
That action, by a coalition of 


Republicans and southern Demo- 
crats, blasted Jiigh and wide the 
1949 hopes of Taft-Hartley re- 
peal 
advocates.

U. S. Witness 
Can't Testify 


Against Hiss 


New York,

Federal Judge Samuel H. Kaufman 
today refused to permit the former 
wife of Communist Gerhart Eisler 
to testify 
in the Alger Hiss 


perjury trial. 


The judge made his ruling after 


nearly two hours of discussion 
between opposing counsel in the 
judge's chambers. 


The prospective witness, Mrs. 


Hede Massing, was to have testi- 
fied for the government in rebut- 
tal to Hiss' testimony. Her former 
husband, once described as Amer- 
ica's number one Communist, re- 
cently fled this country 
stowaway on the Polish 
Batory. 


Mrs. Massig, a native of Vienna, 


was brought here to confront Hiss 
last December, shortly before a 
grand jury indicted the former 
state 
department 
official 
for 


perjury. 
It was then that Hiss 


denied knowing her. He rei^rated 
that denial from the witness stand 
last Tuesday. 


John Foster Dulles, who ap- 


peared as a rebuttal witness yes- 
terday, contradicted a part of 
Hiss's testimony.

There is stronger opposition to this bill among his com- 


mittee associates than there was to the pension plan. But 
as committee chairman and a past master at law-making 
maneuvers, Rankin must not be shrugged off lightly in this 


If he should manage to get the bonus bill to the House 


floor, it would take fast footwork on the part of the Demo- 
cratic leadership to block its passage. 
Rankin has got as far as he has with these extravagant 


proposals because he knows how acutely sentitive his fellow 
congressmen are to anything that might affect the way vet- 
erans vote. 
In engineering passage of the pension measure, he suc- 


cessfully played on those fears. Undoubtedly he is confident 
he can repeat his triumph with the bonus bill if he can only 
get it to a vote. 
It is unlikely Democratic leaders foresaw these irrespon-

dencies pretty well curbed when they maneuvered him off the 
House un-American Activities Committee in January.

Apparently the Democratic leadership has but one real 


choice if it would avoid further embarrassment from Rankin. 
That is to drive a new rule through the House stating,that 
any congressman named Rankin who happens also to be from 
Mississippi may not be chairman of anything.

pension demands for 18 months.

proposal, told the union it was 
"convinced" that the company 
plan was the "best possible answer 
to our problem." 


There was no immediate reply 


from the union. 


Earlier, when the UAW rejected 


the proposal, union President Wal- 
ter Reuther termed it "unrealis- 
tic." 
He said also chat it was 


"counterfeit security" for Ford's 
106,000 workers. 


In a letter to Reuther today 


Ford vice president, John S. Bu- 
gas repeated arguments which he 
said were "in the interest of em- 
ploye security." 


The Ford statement came on 


the heels of Chrysler's refusal to 
discuss S100 monthly pensions and 
a health and welfare program 
with the UAW. 


From both Ford and Chrysler 


the 
union has 
also demanded 


wage increases. Th« amount has 
not been specified. 


The UAW and General Motors, 


third of the "big three," also are 
operating under a two-year con- 
tract 
expiring in 1950. Union 


quarters, however, have expressed 
hope of getting a GM pension this 
year. 


Historically, auto's "big three" 


have folloved a pattern in union 
contracts. 


GM's wage rates are tied up for
